TERRA  COTTA  STATUES,  VASES,  &c. 


By  J.  M.  BLASHFIELD. 


Terra  Cotta  signifies  Baked  Clay,  and  is  best  knoTvn  in  the  Arts  in  connection  with  the 
fictile  vases  of  the  Greeks.  It  has  been  largely  used  for  other  purposes,  and  especially  for 
architectural  decoration,  in  Greece,  Etruria,  Pompeii,  Rome,  and  Modern  Italy. 

The  examples  shown  in  this  book  form  but  a  very  small  portion  of  the  Author's  col- 
lection, which  consists  of  many  thousand  copies  of  ancient  and  modern  design.  Some  of  the 
statues  and  busts  have  been  moulded  from  original  works ;  others  are  reduced  copies,  from  the 
heroic  size  of  antiquity,  carefully  modelled ;  and  several  are  original  works  by  modern  artists. 

The  Vases  and  Tazzse  are  generally  from  modelled  copies  of  ancient  works.  A  few,  with 
the  flower-pots  and  flower-trays,  are  from  designs  made  by  the  Author.  In  copying  the 
ancient  form  for  Vases,  the  works  of  Montfaucon,  Winckelmann,  MiUingen,  Raoul  Rochette, 
Dubois  Maisonneuve,  Baptista  Passerio,  D'Hancarville,  Piranesi,  Tatham,  Moses,  Hamilton, 
and  Englefield,  have  been  carefully  studied.  The  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  have 
kindly  permitted  the  Author  to  make  Photographic  Copies  of  many  of  the  best  Vases  in 
their  Collection,  which  will  be  published  separately. 

The  Vases  shown  in  this  book  are  mostly  of  an  embossed  or  sculptured  character,  and 
there  are  but  few  copies  of  those  known  as  Greek  or  Etruscan  Vases,  the  inquiry  of  the 
public  being  for  Vases  suited  to  garden  architecture. 

The  Capitals,  Consoles,  Tracery,  and  Chimney  Shafts  are  intended  to  show  the  pur- 
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poses  to  whicli  Terra  Cotta  is  now  commonly  applied ;  and  for  works  of  tliis  class  the  Author 
is  possessed  of  some  of  the  best  models  and  examples  in  England,  having  recently  added  to 
his  own  collection  that  of  Mr.  Rogers,  the  well-known  architectural  modeller,  consisting  of 
models  made  from  drawings  by  Cockerell,  Soane,  Smirke,  Wyatt,  Tite,  Barry,  and  other 
eminent  architects. 

The  ornament  upon  the  modern  Terra  Cotta  Vases  is  mostly  in  relief.  The  Greek 
'J'erra  Cottas  were  oi  jilaiii  contour  and  painted  ornament.  The  best  works  of  this  class  are 
supposed  to  have  been  made  about  five  hundred  years  before  Christ,  when  the  materials  used 
for  scidptured  works  were  marble  and  bronze  ;  some  of  the  finest  Greek  works  have  been 
found  in  Italy,  especially  at  Cumae  and  Nola.  The  best  specimens  appear  to  have  been  made 
at  the  period  when  Phidias  and  Polygnotus  flourished  ;  and  the  decay  of  Greek  art  in  this 
branch  seems  to  have  begun  about  the  time  of  the  last  Punic  War.  The  peculiar  style  and 
manner  of  the  Greeks  have  never  been  perfectly  imitated  since  that  epoch.  Vases  of  the 
same  graceful  outline  have  been  made  as  copies  of  Greek  works  in  this  country  and  else- 
where ;  but  the  lightness,  in  iceigld,  of  the  Vases,  and  the  bold  and  elegant  drawings  upon 
their  siu-faces,  are  wanting.  The  material  used  by  the  Greeks,  in  the  best  period  of  the 
art,  was  clay  of  a  red  colour,  apparently  mixed  with  some  fine  granular  substance,  probably 
lava  or  pozzolana,  reduced  to  a  fine  powder. 

Nearly  all  the  grand  works  of  sculpture  in  marble  and  bronze  have  sufiered  from  decay 
and  violence;  but  the  fragile  Terra  Cottas  of  the  Greeks,  after  a  lapse  of  2500  years,  find 
their  way  to  our  Museums  unimpaired.  Numerous  perfect  Terra  Cottas  have  also  been 
found  in  the  ancient  remains  of  America,  India,  Assyria,  Egypt,  and  other  places,  but  none 
equal  to  Greek  art. 

The  Greeks  employed  Terra  Cotta  largely  in  monumental  art,  and  gave  to  the  com- 
monest and  cheapest  material  a  greater  value  than  gold.  They  fully  comprehended  its 
semivitreous  and  indestructible  qualities,  and,  pictorially,  they  inscribed  on  this  humble 
body  the  most  elegant  and  interesting  tales  of  their  history. 

Without  the  Greek  Terra  Cottas  the  history  of  Ancient  Greece  would  have  been  in- 
complete. They  record  the  domestic  habits,  pastimes,  and  dress  of  this  nation  in  a  way  no 
poet  or  historian  has  done :   upon  these  works  the  Greeks  have  reflected  their  own  image. 

Much  inquiry  and  discussion  have  recently  taken  place  on  the  durability  of  stone  and 
other  substances,  for  external  architectm-al  work  in  this  country.     It  is  said  that  a  great 
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deal  of  the  granite  disintegrates  and  crumbles ;  that  marble  and  stone  decay  in  a  few 
years,  and  that  metal  readily  corrodes ;  but  it  is  said  that  weU-burnt  Terra  Cotta  withstands 
the  ravages  of  time  unimpaired;  the  only  secret  to  ensure  its  durability  being  that  of 
sufficient  firing.  To  obtain  elegant  colom-,  fine  texture,  and  truth  of  sm'face,  great  me- 
chanical contrivance  and  scientific  knowledge  are  required ;  but  for  durability  all  depends 
on  the  firing  of  the  diff'erent  articles  after  they  are  made.  Ancient  nations  well  understood 
this,  and  burnt  their  pottery  especially  to  suit  the  purposes  to  which  it  was  applied, — that 
for  exposure  to  weather  being  the  most  vitrified. 

Large  Amphorae  for  holding  wine  were  made  thick  but  porous,  although  not  sufficiently 
so  for  the  wine  to  escape  through  the  surface ;  and  the  process  of  fermentation  of  wine  was 
probably  aided  by  the  porosity  of  these  jars. 

Drinking-cups  and  Vases  are  always  found  to  be  well-bm-nt  and  hard;  but  monu- 
mental Vases  of  high  character  are  very  moderately  burnt,  and  great  care  seems  to  have 
been  taken  that  the  fire  should  not  be  at  a  temperatiu'e  that  would  deform  either  the 
outline  or  the  painting. 

The  ancient  Terra  Cotta  Lamps  are  extremely  hard ;  so  are  the  statues  and  other  works 
intended  for  rough  usage  and  exposure.  The  Lamps  appear  to  be  of  a  clay  intended  to 
stand  &-e,  and  must  have  become' very  hot  from  the  nearness  of  the  wick  to  the  surface. 

The  Roman  remains  of  Terra  Cotta,  for  the  conveyance  of  heat  and  of  water  to  the 
baths,  are  very  hard  fired,  so  are  the  bowls  and  cups  for  drinking ;  but  the  bottles,  which 
appear  to  have  been  used  for  wine,  are  more  porous,  and  like  those  of  the  Greeks  in  texture. 

Some  of  the  Greek  Amphorae  are  seven  and  eight  feet  long  and  two  to  three  feet  in 
diameter.  The  latter  is  about  the  largest  diameter  of  ancient  pottery.  The  Author  is  now 
burning  elaborate  Avorks  fifteen  feet  in  circumference,  and  burnt  to  a  heat  at  which  ordinary 
red  pottery  runs  iuto  a  mass  like  molten  lead. 

Works  of  great  magnitude  may  be  performed  in  Terra  Cotta,  in  one  piece,  and  with 
accuracy.  The  shrinking  in  drying  after  moulding  or  modelling  is,  by  careful  manipulation, 
reduced  to  a  fixed  scale,  and  by  proper  desiccation  previous  to  burning,  the  operation  of 
firing  is  without  risk.  The  objection  therefore  oiFered  by  sculptors  to  the  use  of  Terra 
Cotta  for  Statues  is  thus  removed,  and  the  economy  with  which  sculptural  works  can  be 
produced  invites  their  aid  and  co-operation. 
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Statues,  bassi-rilievi,  and  foliage,  may  be  modelled  in  this  material,  and  dried  and  fired, 
without  moulding  and  the  risk  of  copying,  and  with  the  fi-esh  and  vigorous  fii'st  touch 
of  the  artist  unimpaired. 

In  the  year  1842  the  Author  of  this  book  published  a  work  on  Tessellated  Pavements, 
in  connection  with  the  use  of  argillaceous  materials,  and  in  1848  a  Paper  written  by  him 
for  the  Society  of  Arts  on  the  Greek  Fictile  Vases  was  published.  Since  then  many  persons 
have  given  it  great  attention,  and  specimens  of  old  pottery  have  been  subject  to  careful 
analysis,  to  discover  the  proportion  of  the  various  bodies  amalgamated  with  the  clays,  and 
great  improvements  in  the  pulverizing  and  mixing  of  the  same  have  been  made.  In  the 
earlier  works  made  by  the  Author,  defects  were  observed  arising  from  insufficient  and 
incomplete  firing;  this,  from  a  more  perfect  mode  of  burning,  and  greater  experience, 
cannot  again  arise,  and  all  the  works  now  made  can  be  warranted  to  stand  both  heat  and 
frost.  He  has  greatly  improved  his  ware  by  the  mixture  of  coprolites  and  fossil  bone  with 
clays,  a  process  for  which  he  has  a  patent. 

The  cost  of  works  in  Terra  Cotta  is  far  below  that  of  carved  stone,  and  seldom  exceeds 
that  of  works  executed  in  plastic  materials.  It  can  be  more  highly  finished  than  stone  or 
marble,  and  for  dehcate  Rilievi  can  only  be  considered  inferior  to  metal.  Architectural 
works  made  in  parts  may  be  joined  with  molten  lead  or  type-metal,  as  the  body  is  not  in- 
jured by  contact  with  fire.  Gas-stoves  are  made  of  it  for  warming,  and  are  more  healthy 
and  economical  than  stoves  of  iron. 

Statues  of  heroic  size  have  been  made  in  this  material,  in  one  piece,  and  without  the 
slightest  distortion  of  the  hmbs,  or  flaw  from  the  shrinking  in  drying  and  burning. 

There  are  several  examples  of  Terra  Cotta  in  the  Crystal  Palace  and  Park  done  by  the 
Author,  viz. — The  Statue  of  Australia,  the  Venus  di  Medici,  the  Four  Colossal  Tritons, 
the  Centre  Fountain  in  the  Renaissance  Court,  and  the  upper  portion  and  Statuettes  of  the 
Venice  Wells.  The  Roof  of  the  Alhambra  Court  is  an  example  of  Red  Terra  Cotta,  and  the 
Roof  of  the  Pompeian  House  of  Red  Terra  Cotta  and  Red  Cement  combined. 

The  Author  only  solicits  a  continuation  of  the  same  patronage  and  support  he  has  lately 
received,  to  enable  him  more  completely  to  develope  the  capability  of  using  argillaceous 
vitreous  substances  for  the  construction  of  monumental  and  sylvan  works  of  art.
